Allo it any per ſon oꝛ perſons doe dꝛiue away any Swan oꝛ Swans bꝛerding oꝛ pꝛouiding to bꝛerd, be 
it vpon his own ground oꝛ any other mans ground, he oꝛ they ſo offending ſhall ſaffer one peares impꝛiſon⸗ 
ment and fine at the Liings pleaſure, xiij.s.iiu.d. 11. U. 7. 

It there be found any Weares vpon the Niuers, not hauing any Crates vpon them, it is lawfull fo: cuery owner, ſwan⸗ 
maſters oꝛ ſwan⸗ heards, to pull vp oꝛ cut downe the Birth net oz gyn of the ſaid Weare o: Weares, 

5 Ik anp perſon oꝛ perſons be found carrying any Swan⸗ hoke, and the ſame perſon being no Swan⸗ heard, noꝛ accompanied 
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wich two Swan⸗ heards: euery ſuch perſon (hall pay to the King riy.s.tiy.d. that is to ſay, iy.s.1if.d, to him that will infozme,and 


the reſt to the King. 

6 The ancient cuſfome of this Realme hath and doth allow to euery owner of ſuch ground there any ſuch Swan all heiry. 
to take one land bird, and fo2 the ſame the Kings aieſty muſt haue of him that hath the land bird ru. d. be it vpon his owne ground 
oꝛ any other. 

At is oꝛdeyned. chat if any perſon oꝛ perſons do conuey away. oꝛ ftcale away the egge oꝛ egges of any Swans, and the ſame 
being duly pꝛoued by two ſafficieat witneſles, that then euery ſuth offendoꝛ ſhall pay to the King riuj.s.iiu.d. fo: cucryegge ſo ta. 
ken out of the neaſt of any Swan. N 

8 At is oꝛdepned chat eucrp owner that hath any ſwans,ſhall pap euery pearc ycarely fo: cuery ſwan: mark ii. d. to the mas 
ſter of the game for his fre, and his dinner and ſupper fre on the Upping dayves. And if the ſaid maſter of the game falle of the foure 
pence,then he ſhall diſtraine the game of euerp ſuch owner that ſo doch fayle of payment. 

© Iftherebc any perſon 02 perſons that hath Swans that doc hetry vpon any of their ſeuerall waters, and alter come to 
the common riuer they ſhall pap aland-bird to the Bing. and be obevicnt to all Swan Lawes : fv: diucrs ſuch perſons doe ve col⸗ 
luſion to defraud the King of his right. 

10 It is oꝛdeyned that encry perſon, having any Swan. thall begin yearly to marke, pon ihe brit of Auguſt, and no perſon 
be foꝛe ;but after,. as connentently may be. ſo that the maſter of the Kings game. oꝛ his deputy, be p:cſent, And if any take vpon 
him oꝛ ſhem to marke any Swan oꝛ Cignet, tn any other maner.to fo; feit tathe Kings aieſty foꝛ cucry Swan ſo marked, xl. s. 

11 Jtis oꝛdevned that no perſon oꝛ perſons, being owners, oꝛ deputies, o: ſeruants to them oꝛ other, thall goe on marking withe 
ont the maſtet of the game oꝛ his oc puty be pꝛeſent, with other Swan⸗ heards nert adio yning, vpon paine to forfeit to the Kings 
Matic ſtic xl. s. 

12 It is oꝛdevned that no perſen ſhall hunt any Ducke oꝛ any other chaſe in the water. oꝛ nere the haunt of Swans in Fence⸗ 
time, with any Dog oꝛ Spaniels, vi. tem the fealt ot balter to Lammas, vpon paine fo: cueri time ſo found in hunt ing, to fozfeit 
ſire ſhullings eight pence. 

12 It is oꝛdeyned, that if any perſon doth ſet any ſnares, oꝛ any maner of nets lime oꝛ engines. to tahe Vitto:ns oz Swans, 
from the tealt of Falter to the Sunday atter Lammas day, he o2 thep to fo: feit to the Li.Maicſtic ſoꝛ every lime ſo ſctt ing, vj s. viij d. 

At ts oꝛdeyned that no per ſon take vp any Cignet vnmarked. oz make any ſale of them, but that the Uings Swan: heard, oꝛ 
his deputy be pꝛeſent, wich other Dwan-hcards next adiopning,oz haue knowledge of the ſame, vpon pate to fozfeit to the Kings 
Maickp xl. s. : 

15 It is o»depned that the Dwan-heards of the Duchy of Lancaſter ſhall vp no Swan, e make any ſalc of fhem,without the 
Maͤſter of the Swans oꝛ his deputy be p:eſent, vpon paine to fo2feit to the R. Pateſty xl. s. 

16 And in lie mancr,the Kings Swan⸗ heard ſhal not enter into the Liberty of the Duchy, without the Duchy Swan⸗ heard 
be there pꝛeſent vpon the like paine to fozfeit xl. s. 

17 It is oꝛdevned, that if anp Swans oꝛ Cignets be found double marked, they ſhall be ſeized to the Kings vſe, till it be pꝛoued 
to hom the ſune Swans 92 Cignets doe belong. And ilit cannot be pꝛeued to hom they doc belong. that then they be ſeized foz 
the Bing, nd his Srace to be anſwered to the value of them. 

13 Tt is oeyned. that no perſon make ſale of any white Swans. no: make delinery of them without the maſter of the game 
be pꝛeſent ↄꝛhis deputy, with other Dwan-hcardsnert adioyning, vpon paine to koꝛſcit xl.s.vhereof vy s. vi.v.to hunthat will ws 
loꝛme, ud the reſt tothe B Paieſty. 

19 Jt is oꝛtevned that no perſon (hal lay Teapes. ſet any Nets oꝛ Dꝛag, within the common ſtreames 0: riuers vpon the day 
time, ſrom p5ᷣ feaſt of the Inuention of the Croſſe to þ ſtaſt of Lammas, vpon pain ſo oft as thep be found fo offending. to ſoꝛſ. xx. s. 

20 It i59:depned, that if the maſter of the Swans oꝛ his deputy,do ſeize oz take vp any Swans as ſrrayes, foꝛ the B. Maicſty. 
that he ſhall keepe them in a pit within rr. fot of the Kings freame,o: within xx. fot of the common high way, that the U. ſubicas 
may haue a ſtght of the ſaid Swans ſo ſeized, vpon paine of xl. s. 

21 It is62depacd,that if any perſon do raze out.counterfeit oꝛ alter the marke of any Swan, to the hindering 02 loſſe of any 
mans game, that eucry ſuch offcndo: duly pꝛoued befoze the U. Paicſties Comiſſtoners of Swans, ſhal ſuifer one years impꝛiſon⸗ 
ment, nd pay iu | vi. s. vin d. to the Uing. 

22 It is oꝛdeyned that the commons that is to ſap, dinner and ſupper ſhall not exceed aboue xu. d. a man at the moſt. If there be 
any game found uhere the dinner oꝛ ſupper is holden. vpon that riuer, the owner being abſent, and none there foz him, the Paſter of 
the game is to lay out viy.d.fo: him, and he is to diſtraine the game of him that faileth the payment of it. 

23 It is oꝛdeyned that there ſhalbe no fozfeiture ofany white Swan oz Cignet, but onely to the u. Grace, as well within the 
Franchiſe + Liberties as without: and if any do deliuer the Swan oꝛ Cignet ſo ſeized, to any perſon but only tothe Paſter of the 
Kings Same, oꝛ to his deputy,to the . vſe.he is to fo: feit vj.s viuj. d. and the Dwans to be reſts:ed to the maſter of the game. 

24 It is oꝛdepned, that no perſon ſhall take any gray Swans o: Cignets, oꝛ white Swans flying, but that he ſhall within fonre 
dayesnert after, deltuer it oꝛ them to the aſter ofthe U. game, and the Taker to haue foꝛ his paines viy, d. and if hee faile,and 
bing hun not, he ſoꝛfeits rl.s. to the Bing. 

25 It is oꝛdeyned, that no perſon hauing any game of his own, ſhall be Swan-heard foz himſelte, no: kcper of any other mans 
Swans, vpon paine to foꝛfeꝛt to the B.Mareſtv x1. 8. 

26 It is02dspacd, that no Swan⸗ heard, Fiſher oꝛ Fowler, ſhall vere any other ©wan-heard, Fiſher oz Fowler, by wap of a- 
ction, but only befo:e the R. Paieſties Juſtices of Seſſions of ©wan-heards, vpon paine to fozfeit rl.s.tothe King, 

17 The maſtcr of the kings game ſhall not take away any vnmarked Swan coupled with any other mans Swan, ſoꝛ bzeaking 
of the bꝛod: and uhen they doe heiry,the one part of the Cignets to the King,and the other to the owner of the marked Swan. 

28 Alls, any man vhatſocucr he be, that killeth any Swan with Dogge oz Spaniels,ſhall foꝛfeit tothe Bing rl. s. the owner of 
the Dog to pay it, uvhether he be there oꝛ no. Alſo the aſter ol the Swans is to haue foꝛ euery vhite ſwan and gray vpping .d. and 
fo: cuery Cignet 11. d. 

29 It is oꝛdeyned, that if any Veirp be leyed with one wan, the ſwan and the Cignets ſhall be ſeized foz the King, till due pꝛole 
be haduhoſc they are, and uh ſe was the fwan that is away, Be ic Cobbe or Pen, 

0 Laſtly,if there be any miſdemeanour oꝛ offence committed oꝛ done by any owner of any game, Swan heard oꝛ other per- 
ſon uhatſocuer, contrary to any law, ancient cuſtome oꝛ vſage heretofo:e vſed and allowed, not befoze herein particularly men- 
tioned 92 erpꝛeſled. vou ſhall pꝛeſent the ſame offence, that refozmation map be had, and the offendozs puniſhed, accoꝛdung to che 
quantity and quality of the ſcncrall offences.
